DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 2-7, 11, 14, 18-44 and 51-60 have been canceled. Therefore, claims 1, 8-10, 12- 
13, 15-17 and 45-50 are currently pending in this Application. 

Previous Rejections/Objections 

Claims 1-5. 8, 9, 11-17, 19-21, 24, 30, 31, 33, 34, 36-38, 40, 43, 45, 46 and 48-50 were 
rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 
over claims 22 and 43 of co-pending Application No. 1 1/042,398. Applicants canceled some of 
the claims and filed a terminal disclaimed which have been entered in the file. Therefore, the 
rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

Claims 1-5, 8-21, 24, 25, 30, 31, 33-38, 40 and 43-50 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regard as the invention. Applicants' have amended the definition 
of R2. Therefore, the rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

Claims 1-5, —21, 24, 25, 30, 31, 33-38, 40 and 43-50 were objected to as containing 
non-elected subject matter. Applicants amendment filed on July 28, 2008 have overcome the 
objections. 

Therefore, claims 1, 8-10, 12-13, 15-17 and 45-50 are allowable.
